MONEY IN HOPS. 


The San Francisco Biechange says: 
Those who held Con. Virginia and 
California at low figures just before 
the bonanza excitement did not make 
their fortunes much more rafiidly than 
the hop farmers of California during 
the year that is drawing toa close. 
Yet little has been said about the 
great commercial event except in the 
strictly commercial papers, though 
hops were the king-pin, and may 
- reign again at something approaching 
the top figures before the boom is over. 

The great advance was due to a 
rapidly increasing demand and a sud- 
denly diminished supply. The hop 
crop in Europe was a total failure. 
The vines were attacked by an insect 
pest, and the wet weather brought 
mildew. In New York the crop was 
a fourth less, aud in Michigan and 
Wisconsin hardly up to the average. 
This is the only State where a full 
crop was produced. Here we have 


Taised a full average of 2,000 pounds: 


to the acre, and the pet profits of the 
‘vines has been from $1,000 to $1,500 
an acre. 

There is one man in Sonoma va'ley 
who has cleared this year $10,000 from 
less than 100 acres. Now in Napa and 
Sonoma valleys thousands of acres are 
being planted in hops. The world will 
take all the hops we can raise. Mr. 
Adolph Busch, a prominent St. Louis 
brewer, said the other day that he 
looked upon California as the coming 
| hop-producing country of the world. 

San Francisco Post: A morning 
paper endeavors to discourage hep 
growing in this State by asserting 
that the indstry is unprofitable and 
the hops inferior to Eastern and Eu- 
ropean hops, We are informed by 
persons of long practical experience in 
hop growing that there 1s a good mar- 
gin of profit in hops at fifteen cents 
per pound. When we reflect that a 
number of growers have realized from 
45 cents to $1 05 for their crops this 
season, we can see that there must be 
money in hops.

~“ WOMAN.” | 
What Mark Twain Knows About 
the Other Sex. 
New York, Dec. 22. 


The seventeenth annual dinner of 
the New England Society took place 
at Delmonico’s this evening. Josiah 
M. Fisher presided. Among those on 
the platform were General Grant, Ma- 
jor Graceg Judge Lawrence, Rev. Ar- 
thur Brooks, Chauncey M. Depew and 
Governor Bigelow of Connecticut. 
The general arrangements were in the 
hands of Hen. Stewart L. Woodford. 
Ex-Governor Long of Mass., Colonel 
Vilas, Rev. Dr. Uphur, Mark Twain, 
Gen. Horace Porter and Senator Miller 
of California were among the guests, 
The iarge dining hall was crowded. 
Senator Miller, in reply to a toast of 
“The Cradle of the Commonwealth,” 
said that the Commonwealth founded 
by the Pilgrim Fathers was a self- 
rocking cradle. I[t was due to an exo- 
dus as important to the evolution of 


manhood and freedom as was that led 
by Moses. 

Mark Twain responded to the toast 
He said: The toast in- 
cludes the sex universally. It is to 
woman comprehensively wheresoever 
she may be found. Let us consider 
her ways. First comes the matter of 
dress. This is a most important con- 
sideration and must be disposed of 
before we can intelligently proceed to 
examine the profounder depths of the 
theme. For a text, let us take the 
dress of antipodal types—the savage 
woman of Central Africa and the cul— 
tivated daughter of our high modern 
civilization. Among the Fans (a great 
negro tribe) a woman when dressed 
for home or to go out shopping 
or calling doesn’t wear anything 
at all but just her complexion. 
That is her entire outfit. It is 
the lightest costume in the world, 
but is made of the darkest material. 
It has often been mistaken for mourn- 
ing. Itis the trimmest and neatest 
and gracefulist costume that is now 
in fashion. It wears well and is fast 
color; doesn’t show dirt; you don’t 
have to send it down town to wash 
and have some of it come back 
scorched with a flat-iron and some of 
it with the buttons ironed off, and 
some of it petrified with starch, and 
some of it chewed by the calf, and 
some of it rotted with acids, and some 
of it exchanged for other customer's 
things that haven’t any virtue but 
holiness, and ten-twelfths of the pieces 
over charged for, and the rest vi the 
dozen mislaid; and it always fits; i: 
is the perfection of a fit, and it is the 
handiest dress in the whole realm of 
fashion. It is always ready, al- 
ways done up. When you call 
upon a fair lady and send up 
your card the hired girl never 
says: ‘‘ Please take a seat, Mad- 
ame is dressing, She’ll be down in 
three-quarters of an hour.”gNo, Mad- 
ame is always dressed, always ready 
to receive, and before you can get the 
door mat before your eves she is in 
your midst. Then again the Fan 
ladies don’t go tu church to see what 
each other bas got on, and they don’t 
go back home and describe and slander 
it. Curiously enough she finds a point 
of contact with the daughter of civili-- 
zation and high fashion who often bas 
‘‘nothing to wear;” and thus these 
widely separated types of sex meet 
upon common ground. Yes, such is 
the Fan woman as she appears in her 
unostentatious every-day toilet, but on 
state occasions she is more dressy. 
At a banquet she wears bracelets, 
at a lecture she wears earings and at a 
ball she wears stockiogs, and with true 
feminine fondness for display she 
wears them on her arms; at a funeral 
she wears a jacket of tar, and at a 
wedding the bride who can afford it 
puts on pantaloons. Thus the dark 
child of savagery and the fair daugb- 
ter of civilization meet once more on 
common ground, and these two touches 
of nature make their whcle world kin. 
Now we consider the dress of our other 
type. A large part of the daughter ot 
civilization 1s dress, as it should 
be.. Some civilized women would lose 
half their charm without dress, and 
some would lose all of it. A daughter 
of modern civilization dressed at her 
utmost best is a marvel of exquisite 
and beautiful art and§Jexpense; all the 
lands, all the climes and all the arts 
are laid tribute to furnish it. Her linen 
is from Belfast, ber robe is from Paris, 
ber lace is from Venice, or Spain or 
France; her feathers are from the re- 
mote regions of Southern Africa; 
her furs are from the remote 
home of the iceberg and_ the 
aurora; her fan is from Japan, her 
diamonds from Brazil, her bracelets 
from California, her pearls from Cey- 
len, her cameos from Kome. She has 
gems and trinkets from buried Pom- 

ii, and others that graced comely 

gyptian forms that have been dust 
and ashes for 40 centuries; her watch 
is from Geneva, her card case is from 
China, her hair is from—I don’t know 
where her hair is from—never could 
find out—that is, her other hair, her 
Sunday hair; I don’t mean the hair 
she goes to bed with. Why, you ae 
to know the hair I mean. It is that 
which she. calls a switeh and which 
resembles a switch es much as it re- 


.jsembles a brickbat or a shot-guo, or 
gajany other thing 


g which correct 
people with. It’s that thing which | 


she twists and then coils around and 


around her head, bee-hive fasbion, 
and then tucks the end in under 
the hive and harpoons it fast 
with a hair pin. And that reminds 
me of atrifle. Anytime you want to 
you can glance around the carpet of a 
‘Pullman car and go and pick upa 
hair—pin; but not to save your life can 
you get any woman 10 that car to ac- 
knowledge that hair-pin. Now isn’t 
that strange? But it’s true. The 
woman who had never swerved from 
cast-iron veracity and fidelity in her 
life will, when confronted with this 
test, deny her hair-pin. She will deny 
that hair-pin before a huodred wit- 
nesses. I have stupidly got into more 
trouble and more hot water trying to 
hunt up the owner of a hair-pin in a 
Pullman car than by any other indis- 
cretiun of my life. Well, you see 
what the daughter of civilization 1s 
when she is dressed, and you bave 
seen what the daughter of savagery is 
wheo sheisn’t. Such is woman as to 
costume, “s ° ~f I have 
introduced my subject, and if I had 
till next Forefather’s Day I aim satis— 
fied that I could not discuss it ade- 
quately as the noble theme deserves; 
but as the matter stands now, let us 
finish as we began and say without 
jesting, but with all sincerity, “Wo- 
mano: God biess her.” — 


Successful Observations of the 
Transit of Venus. 


New York, Dec. 19. 

Prof. Young of Princeton College 
gives the result, as far as ascertained, 
of the recent observations throughout 
the couritry of the transit of Venus. 
He says they were successful beyond 
expectations. Returns from 40 home 
stations and 10 foreign stations, show 
that at 34 of these the third and fourth 
contacts were observed, and at 24 the 
first and second. At Santiago, Chili, 
both the American and Belgian parties 
were entirely successful in all their 
experiments.
